About a jear since Invitations were extend- 


«d to the natloni of this continent to a peace 
congress to assemble at Washington In No- 
vwnl-ftr,48SJ. Tlie time of the meeting was 
fixed «t a period then rcmbte, In tbe hope, as 
the Invitation Itself declares, that In the 
meantime the disturbances between the South 
American republics would be adjusted. As 
that expectation seemed unlikely to be real- 
l/ed, I asked in A prl 1 last for an expression of 
opinion from the two houses as to the advlsa 
blllty of holding the proposed convention at 
tho time appointed,, This action was prompt- 
ed la part by doubts which mature reflection 
had suggested, whether the diplomatic usage 
and traditions of the government did not 
make It fitting tliat lire executive should con- 
sult tho representatives of the people before 
pursuing a Hue of policy somewhat novel in 
Its character and far-reachiug in Its possible 
consequences 
lu view of the fact that no 


action w»s taken by congress In the premises, 
and that nojrnvlslon l,«/i been made for Ui« 
necessary expenses. It was subsequently de- 
cided to postpone tlie convention, and I so 
notified the several governments which had 
bun Invited to attend. I am unwilling to dls 
miss the subject without assuring you of my 
support of any measures the wisdom of con- 
l(i j-s may devise for the promotion of pe-co 
on this continent and throughout the world, 
and I trust tlw (line Is nigh when .with tbe 
universal .consent of the civilised peoples all 
international difference* shall be determined 
without resort to arms, by the benignant pro- 
cesses of arbitration.
